‘The Beast of 


the | Apocalypse

EpiTor’s ForEworp: One of the most forceful writ- 
ers in America is Charles A. Windle, Editor of “The 
Liberal,” formerly known as “Brann’s Iconoclast.’ He 
has also published for a term of years a periodical 
called “Truth and Light,” largely devoted to answer- 
ing attacks made by the Ku Klux Klan, the A. P. A. 
and kindred associations upon the Catholic Church. 
Few men have written more ably in defence of Cath- 
olic truth among American pamphleteers than Mr. 
Windle, yet until now he has remained outside the 
‘Church. 

In publishing Mr. Windle’s interpretation of the 
Beast described by St. John in the thirteenth chapter 
of the Apocalypse, we do not claim for it any Cath- 
olic sanction. Beyond rejecting the interpretation 

' which prevailed among Protestant writers of the Re- 
formation period the Church has never given an off cial 
interpretation of her own which would preclude the 
acceptance by Catholics of the one now put forth by 
Mr. Windle. He may be entirely wrong, but his identi- 
fication of the Soviet 
Union as the seven- 
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Dragon, of St. John’s 
Vision is certainly 
thought-arresting. 
One thing we have 
no doubt about in our 
own mind—Soviet 
Russia constitutes the 
great kindgom of 
Antichrist at this 
present moment and 
the world - revolution 
program of the Com- 
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The Bible is the most famous Word Picture Gallery 
in the world. No person of intelligence will dispute 
this fact. 

In it you will find a portrait of every individual and 
institution that has ever lived in the past, or that 
exists today. 

The writer invites his readers to accompany him on 
a tour of inspection through its wonderful exhibits 
for the purpose of showing you a picture of Com- 
munism painted on the Isle of Patmos by St. John, 
the celebrated futuristic artist. 

That we may better understand his style and exe- 
cution, we shall glance at a similar painting by the 
prophet Daniel, who was a master of the same school. 
We find his exhibit in Gallery 8, section 3. 

It is a prophetic picture of a mighty ram, having 
two horns, one much higher than the other, who “did 
according to his will.” 

The supremacy of this willful Ram was ended, when 
there came “an he goat from the West,” having a

and cast him down to 
the ground and 
stamped upon him: 
and there were none 
that could deliver the 
ram out of his hands.” 

In the ram you 
have a symbol of the 
Medo-Persian Empire, 
with its two horns, or 
kings, Darius and Cy- 
rus the Great. 

The terrible he goat 
was the Greek, or 
Macedonian Empire, 
and the “notable horn 
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between its eyes’ was Alexander the Great, whose 
concentration and singleness of purpose made him 
invincible. 

But we are told by Daniel that “when the he goat 
waxed very great, the great horn was broken, and for 
it came up four notable horns toward the four winds 
of heaven.” 

This moving picture was finished when at the death 
of Alexander his four Generals, Ptolemy, Casandra, 
Lysimachus and Seleucus, divided his Empire into 
four kingdoms. In these historical events the pro- 
phetic symbols of Daniel’s terrible he goat found 
complete fulfillment. 

But let us pass on to the next room. Here in the 
Gallery of the Apocalypse, section 13, we find the 
picture we came to see, by St. John, entitled “The 
Beast,” the “Great Red Dragon.” 

Concerning this masterpiece, the inspired artist 
wrote: 

“And I stood on the sand of the sea, and saw a 
beast rise out of the sea, having seven heads and ten 
horns, and upon his horns ten crowns, and upon his 
heads the name of blasphemy.” 

“And the beast which I saw was like a leopard, and 
his feet were as the feet of a bear, and his mouth as 
the mouth of a lion. And I saw one of his heads, as 
it were, wounded unto death and his deadly wound was 
healed.” 

“And he opened his mouth in blasphemies against 
God to blaspheme his name and his tabernacle and 
them that dwell in heaven.” 

“And it was given unto him to make war with the 
saints * * * and all shall worship him whose names 
are not written in the Book of Life.” 

Since the beginning of Time the children of men 
have experimented with many forms of government. 

The beast here described by St. John is the symbol 
of a political State, or Empire, ruled by a dictator 
under a system of government hitherto unknown to 
man. Being the enemy of royalty, opposed to popular 
sovereignty and antagonistic to every form of religion 
based upon the God idea, it can neither be called a 
Monarchy, a Democracy, nor a Theocracy. 

As a theory of Government it is something “new 
under the sun.” 

In the past many Bible expositors have found cer- 
tain similarities between the Beast of the Apocalypse 
and some of the ancient Empires, but none of them 
possessed all of its characteristics. Therefore all ef- 
forts to identify any of them as the Great Red Dragon 
have failed. 

On the other hand I find fulfilled in Communism, or 
the Soviet Union, each of the twelve symbols of the 
Beast mentioned by St. John, which makes its identifi- 
cation complete. Not until events removed the veil 
and revealed the mystery of the Ages was it possible 
for any man to correctly interpret the 13th chapter of 
the Apocalypse. 

In my exegesis of the text, the reader who believes 
in Biblical inspiration will find the strongest possible 
confirmation of his faith. If he happens to be an in- 
fidel he will find in the following demonstration the 
most remarkable historic response to prophetic sym- 
bols on record and which cannot be explained, except 
on the theory of inspiration. 
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TWELVE ‘SYMBOLS OF THE BEAST 
1. “I saw a beast rise out of the sea.” 


Communism was born of the class struggle and is 
the only Proletarian system of government in exist- 
ence. Its Proletarian origin is indicated by the fact 
that it was seen to “rise out of the sea.” The “sea” 
has always been a symbol of the masses. 

2. “The beast had seven heads.” 

This simply means seven political divisions. Cor- 
responding to this symbol we find that just seven so- 
called Republics comprise the European or integral 
territory of the Soviet Union. They are: Karelia, 
Tartar, Bashkir, Volga, Dagestan, Crimea and Mol- 
davia. 

3. “The beast had ten horns and upon its horns 
ten crowns.” 

In prophecy a “‘horn” denotes power and a “crown” 
signifies kingly authority. Sovietism is a government 
by counselors and commissions, of which there are 
many. But the important affairs of the Soviet Union 
are administered by ten principal Commissars sym- 
bolized by the ten horns that wore crowns, that is, in- 
vested with kingly power and authority. These are 
the Commissars of (1)Foreign Affairs, (2) Military, 
(3) Finance, (4) Manufacture, (5) Agriculture, 
(6) Education, (7) Labor, (8) Commerce and In- 
dustry, (9) Trade, (10) Transportation. These are 
assisted by the Secret Police who enforce their de- 
crees with absolute despotism. 

4. “And upon his heads the name of blasphemy.” 

This symbol is fulfilled to the letter in the activi- 
ties of the “League of the Godless,” which represents 
the organized forces of Atheism pledged to destroy 
every form of religion and the God idea. It is through 
this organization that the voice of the Beast finds ex- 
pression. At Christmas and Easter time in Russia 
its members stage burlesque shows in which they ridi- 
cule the birth, death and resurrection of Christ. Had 
the Soviet Union not declared war against the God 
idea, I could not have written this booklet. 

On these days, sacred to all Christians, they parade 
outside of churches carrying banners bearing the in- 
scription: “Down with Jesus Christ!” Tram cars are 
fitted with mock altars, and as they move slowly 
along crowded streets atheists, representing them- 
selves as holy men dressed in the garb of priests, 
conduct fake religious services in which they make 
the holiest things appear ridiculous. 

“The beast opened his mouth in blasphemy against 
God, to blaspheme His name, and His tabernacle and 
them that dwell in Heaven.” , 

Nothing else could show the beastly, demon-like 
character of the Soviet Union more forcibly than these 
blasphemous antics. Besides it is the only State in 
existence, or that ever existed, founded upon Com- 
munism, which is the philosophy of Atheism. By this 
mark alone we may identify the U S S R as the Beast 
that John saw “rise out of the sea, having seven 
heads and ten horns and upon its heads the name of 
blasphemy.” 

5. “And the beast which I saw was like unto a 
leopard.” 

As no other beast equals the leopard in ferocity, it 
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is the most perfect symbol of the Communist State, 
unequalled among all forms of government for its 
ferocious disregard for life, private property rights, 
and the civil liberties of the people. It is through the 
“Gay-pay-oo” or secret police, the Soviet Union mani- 
fests its leopard instincts. 

6. “And his feet were as the feet of a bear.” 

Not only is the Bear a symbol of Russia, but it is 
the Biblical type of cruelty originating in the story of 
the “two she-bears that destroyed the forty and two 
children” who had mocked the prophet Elisha. (2 
Kings 2:24.) 

Not only is Communism the most vicious, but it is 
the most cruel form of government known to tyrants. 
In this respect Soviet Russia has never had a parallel 
in the history of nations. This is due to the fact that 
its inauguration calls for the violation of all the so- 
cial, property, personal, civil and religious Rights of 
Man. To establish the system in Russia it was neces- 
sary for the Beast to murder millions. It shed rivers 
of blood. In the midst of the slaughter Lenin de- 
clared that “if to establish Communism, it were neces- 
sary to kill two-thirds of the people he would pay the 
price.” “And its feet were as the feet of a bear,” 
which carried the Beast on its mission of violence and 
cruelty to the utmost boundaries of a mighty Empire. 

“. “And his mouth as the mouth of a lion.” 

The lion is a Biblical symbol of voraciousness. “The 
mouth of a lion” signifies that the Beast was a de- 
vourer. 

Has not the Communist Beast, with its “mouth of a 
lion,” swallowed the banks, mines, factories, shops, 
railroads and is devouring the farms, together with 
all forms of private property in Russia? The “Five 
Year Plan” is an effort to digest this conglomerated 
mass lying dormant in its stomach. The “mouth of a 
lion” is also a perfect symbol of the Soviet Union, 
gorged by confiscated property and gagged with the 
quivering hearts of the people, its ravenous jaws drip- 
ping with their blood. 

8. “And I saw one of his heads, as it were wounded 
unto death and his deadly wound was healed.” 

This “deadly wound” was delivered during the 
counter revolution by the ‘‘White Russians” in 1920, 
led by Denikin and Kolchak, aided by Wrangel and 
Pilsudski. For the period of its duration this was the 
bloodiest war ever waged in the history of the world. 
You can judge the character of the “wound” received 
by the beast by the fact that while the revolution 
lasted only a few months, the historian says that 
“6,500,000 fatalities were recorded.” This is nearly a 
third of the total number who lost their lives during 
the world war. 

This mighty blow fell heaviest on the Republic of 
Moldavia and the territory of the Ukraine, lying near- 
est to the Polish border. This tragedy not only an- 
swers to the symbol of the wounded head, but it re- 
veals the cruel, ferocious wild beast instincts of the lion, 
the bear and the leopard. The counter revolution was 
crushed by the Red army under command of Stalin 
and Trotzky, who to terrify sympathizers with counter- 
revolutions against the Soviet Union, committed un- 
heard of acts of barbarity against the leading citizens 
of communities that supported the White armies, caus- 
ing some to leap from cliffs and others to hang them- 
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selves in the presence of the populace as a warning to 
others. Thus was “the deadly wound healed,” com- 
pleting the simile, and making it possible for me to 
write this amazing story of the Beast. 

9. “The beast made war with the saints.” 

Had St. John said that it “made war with the 
Church,” or “with Christians” the statement would 
have been less significant. “Made war with the 
saints” gives the symbol a perfect application to the 
Soviet Union, which is the only Empire, or State, 
ancient or modern, that ever based a system of gov- 
ernment on Atheism or declared war against the God 
idea. The things necessary to the inauguration of the 
Communist system make respect for God, religion, 
ethical and moral standards impossible. Before it can 
function properly these things must be destroyed. 

10. “And he causeth all to receive a mark in their 
right hand, or in their foreheads.” 

The Soviet Union is the only State that exists, or 
that ever existed, possessing such absolute power that 
it could brand its millions of citizens like cattle. The 
dyed in the wool Communists carry the mark of the 
Beast “in their foreheads,” but others must have the 
“mark in their right hands.” 

11. “And that no man might buy or sell, save he 
that had the mark, or the name of the beast, or the 
number of his name.” 

In all history the Soviet Union is the only State 
whose power of absolute monopoly over the necessi- 
ties of life made it possible to inaugurate the “Bread- 
card system.” Hence this symbol could apply only 
to the Russian Soviets, under which the State owns 
all the food and has a monopoly on everything pro- 
duced or manufactured, so that “no man can buy, or 
sell, save he that hath the mark of the beast in his 
right hand, or the number of his name.” In the 
absence of such identification the would-be purchaser 
cannot buy an ounce of bread or pound of coal. 

Discussing this situation Henry Wales, writing to 
the Chicago Tribune, says: 

“Capital punishment has been done away with in 
Russia, except for crimes against the state. But for 
the most trivial offense, or for no reason at all, the 
authorities will calmly take up the food book of some 
individual, thus indirectly condemning him to a slow 
death of starvation.” 

Only a beast having the ferocity of “a leopard,” the 
devouring mouth of “‘a lion,” the cruel instincts of a 
“bear” and the nature of the Devil could execute a 
monstrous decree like that. 

12. “Let him that hath understanding count the 
number of the beast; for it is the number of a man; 
and his number is six hundred three score and six.?— 
(666.) 

“The number of a man” symbolizes a dictatorship 
under which one man in supreme authority stands for 
the whole number of the Beast. 

Some time ago Junius B. Wood, Russian correspon- 
dent of the Chicago Daily News, writing from Mos- 
cow, referred to “Dictator Stalin as one of the 660 
members of the all-union Central Executive Commit- 
tee of the Soviet Union, that is the Soviet Congress.” 

This was within six of the exact number of the 
beast as seen by St. John. Commenting on this fact

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PAY HONOR TO TWO ENGLISH MARTYRS 


In a private audience granted recently by the Holy 
Father to Monsignor Hallett, rector of St. John’s Semi- 
nary, Wonersh, England, and Vice-Postulator of the 
Cause of Canonization of Blessed John Fisher and 
Blessed Thomas More, His Holiness expressed him- 
self as anxious to canonize them, but urged the neces- 
sity of miracles. If the miracles were only forthcom- 
ing he would soon raise them definitely to the altars 
of the Church. 

To further the cause of these two notable English 
martyrs for the Faith, a great procession of more 
than two thousand people marched through the streets 
of Canterbury, England, on September 25th to the 
modern Church of St. Thomas of Canterbury, where 
the Bishop of Southwark, the Most Rev. Peter Amigo, 
joined in carrying the Blessed Sacrament beneath a 
canopy borne by members of the Blessed Sacrament 
Guild, preceded by two white-veiled girls strewing the 
roadway with rose petals. 

The Sacred Host was carried through the streets of 
Canterbury, the first time since the Reformation, to an 
altar which had been erected in the bandstand in the 
Dane John, a public park which is overlooked by the 
remains of the old city wall, from the grass banks of 
which hundreds of on-lookers witnessed pontifical 
benediction and prayed for the speedy canonization of 
the Martyrs. 

After the service the Bishop carried the Blessed 
Sacrament back to the church in procession and the 
relics of St. Thomas of Canterbury were venerated. 

Before the Blessed Sacrament joined the procession 
a halt was made outside the old Church of St. Dunstan, 
now in Anglican hands, where the leader of the pil-

grimage, Supreme Knight W. S. Bishop, laid a laurel 
wreath on the Roper vault which contains the head 
of Blessed Thomas More, and recited aloud an Our 
Father, a Hail Mary and a Gloria, the response being 
made by the few officers of the Order present, and the 
Vicar was briefly thanked for his kindness. 

Blessed John Fisher was Bishop of Rochester in 
England and Blessed Thomas More was Lord Chan- 
cellor of England. Both were executed on Tower Hill, 
London, for defending the Faith.

at the time I said: “In the interpretation of a prophecy, 
figures and events that approximate the facts are suffi- 
cient to establish the case. Therefore the number 
‘660’ is all that is necessary to identify the Communist 
Beast, as 6 members may be added to the all-union 
Central Executive Committee at any time.” 

Recently I bought a Moscow News conveying the 
information that in carrying out the Five-Year Plan it 
was found necessary to add “five new members to the 
all-union Central Executive Committee,” making the 
number 665, or within one of the exact number of 
the Beast that John saw. 

As the Communist State exhibits twelve character- 
istics symbolized by the Beast of Revelations, no per- 
son who believes in Biblical inspiration can doubt its 
identity, while the infidel will never be able to ex- 
plain to his own satisfaction how these things “just 
happened.”

With the single exception of the Communist system 
of government, there does not exist, and there never 
has been in existence, an institution of society or gov- 
ernment of which the “beast”? seen by St. John could 
have been a symbol. It alone. meets every specifica- 
tion of the inspired artist who, gazing as in a crystal 
nearly two thousand years ago, saw and painted a 
perfect word image of the Great Red Dragon whose 
power today is a menace to the civilized world. ~ 


An Unpalatable Truth 


His Excellency, Eamon de Valera, President of 
the Irish Free State as presiding officer at the open- 
ing of the thirteenth annual assembly of the League 
of Nations at Geneva, prepared and delivered a speech 
which has set a-tingle the ears of Government officials 
in every country in the world by the sheer force of 
its commanding truth. 

Mr. Clarence K. Streit, in a wireless message to the 
New York Times, says: “Mr. de Valera was hailed 
as the League’s new strong man. . Rarely has 
Geneva heard such a speech, least of all on such an 
occasion. It was Mr. de Valera’s personal work and, 
together with the way he presided over the Council 
Saturday, It un 
questionably may 
be the outstanding 
personality of the 
session. Lhe 
‘Geneva assemblies 
have been more or 
less neglected even 
by the nations rep- 
resented there, be- 
cause men have 
learned to expect 
little or nothing 
from the delibera- 
tions. The opening 
addresses were 
usually the work 
-of the Secretariate, 
and they were 
usually weary, 
stale, flat and un- 





profitable. Now 
here comes an . 
Irishman, . . . and, 


with all his handi- 
caps, he succeeds 
in so prodding his 
listless interna- 
tional auditors, 
statesmen, mind 
you, that they lift 
their ears and lis- 
ten, the while the 
world takes note, and we may add, approves. 

The appearance of such a man at such a post was 
itself a challenge. All who heard his speech and all 
who read it carefully are beginning to realize how it is 
that “many Englishmen have lately been coming to 
the reluctant conclusion that he has shown himself a 
resourceful and formidable statesman.” 

In his opening address, the presiding officer 
reminded his distinguished hearers that they were on 
trial. “Friends and enemies of the League,” he said, 
“feel that the testing time has come and they are 
watching to see if the test will reveal the weakness 
-presaging ultimate dissolution or the strength that will

be the assurance of a renewal of vigorous growth. 
The eyes of all peoples are focused on Geneva today 
as perhaps they never have been before.” 

With that introduction the presiding officer pro- 
ceeded to point out to the delegates what the world 
expected of them. He stressed two points. The 
League of Nations is committed to disarmament. That 
problem must be faced squarely and seriously. It 
must be faced by the nations that are parties to the 
League. It must be faced by all. The covenant of 
the League is “a solemn compact.” No nation small 
or large must ignore its obligations. All the countries 
represented in the League must be faithful to their 
engagements and 
see to it that the 
others are also 
faithful. France 
cannot go one way, 
England another. 
All must stand by 
the terms of their 
contract. If one na- 
tion breaks away 
that nation invites 
reprisal: atsthe 
hands of the faith- 
ful members of the 
League. 

Mr. de Valera 
also insisted that 
the economic _con- 
ference was of car- 
dinal importance. 
“Millions,” he de- 
clared, ‘a hundred 
million are faced 
with starvation. 
What are we going 
to do for their 
relief?” He re- 
minded his hearers 
that the world has 
supplies enough to 
meet every de- 
mand. How is the 
distribution to be 
made? That question should be answered, not ignored. 
Radical changes must be made. If we do not prepare 
the ground “we shall be failing in our duty, and failing 
ignobly and disastrously.” 





' The London Daily Express said: “Mr. de Valera 
refused to repeat the customary rigmarole of pious 
platitudes drafted for his inaugural address by the 
Geneva officials. Instead, he made his own speech, 
which was received by the delegations in dead silence. 
There was no enthusiasm for plain language in Geneva. 
But there will be a mighty applause for it among the 
taxpayers who pay for this futile League.” 


Echoes of 


WHITHER ARE WE DRIFTING? 


After nearly four centuries, we are witnessing the 
gradual disappearance of the last vestige of real belief 
in the Divinity of our Lord outside the Catholic 
Church. 

With abandonment of the belief on the part of many 
bodies which still call themselves Christians, they are, 
no doubt unconsciously, and even insensibly, but 
nevertheless surely sinking into the quicksands of 
modern paganism. Of this modern paganism it can 
be truthfully said that it has preserved every evil 
quality of the old paganism without any of those 
features which, in a superficial sense, might be held 
in some measure to be redeeming. 

The present unhappy state of the world which we 
call the “depression” has reached a degree which 
threatens the stability of our entire social order. We 
thought at first that it was no more than another of 
those recurrent crises which, from time to time, in a 
sort of cyclical process interrupt the normal course of 
trade and industry, but leave no permanent scars upon 
the economic structure. It is now apparent that it is 
something more serious. It has taken on an appear- 
ance suggesting, not a mere rhythmic oscillation in a 
still healthy process, but rather the emergence of cer- 
tain fundamental defects in that process and an ap- 
proaching fundamental change in the machinery itself. 
Upon analysis of the phenomena two things are clearly 
apparent as roots of the trouble. One affects the 
political order and the other the economic order. Both 
orders are dangerously sick. 


The disease of the political order is an acute 
attack of exaggerated “nationalism,” which has 
prevented, up to now, the real termination of the 
great war that broke in 1914. The disease of the 
economic order is the now manifest bankruptcy of 
the laissez-faire principle or theory which, a century 
and a half ago, got itself recognized as the cosmic 
law of industry and commerce.—Thomas F. Wood- 
lock, of Interstate Commerce Commission. 


THE ANTIDOTE 


No stronger reason is at hand for American Cath- 
olics to interest themselves in the Catholic Press than 
the ‘‘news” coming out of Mexico. A constant stream 
of biased and unfounded propaganda is flowing to 
American readers through our secular news channels. 
Its aim is to prejudice the American mind in favor of 
the present anticlerical regime and against the Church 
in Mexico in her opposition to restrictive religious 
legislation. 

Because Mexico has lacked a virile and progressive 
Catholic Press, no antidote of truth and vindication 
is supplied to counteract the poisonous propaganda. 
Minus a competent and reputable Catholic journalism 
the people are left without a spokesman to voice their 
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claims and to check injustice against their constitu- 
tional rights. Through their hierarchy, by associa- 
tions or organized effort, they may be able to raise 
some feeble protest. But it lacks the force and effec- 
tiveness of a Press, inspired by keen, courageous 
minds and disseminated to all parts of the land. The 
large percentage of Mexicans are Catholics, but 
numbers count for nothing, if they remain inarticulate. 
—The Evangelist. 


FOREIGN DEBTS AND THE NEXT WAR 


While a debt moratorium now and then may have 
its economic disadvantages, absolute cancellation of 
Europe’s debts to us has nothing to recommend it. 
What they claim they cannot pay to us is only a small 
portion of what they are expending on armaments. 
Owing to Europe’s mad expenditures in preparations 
for the next war, the present disarmament conterence 
at Geneva is foredoomed to failure. Should we cancel 
their debts we must pay ourselves, for the government 
must redeem its Liberty Bonds, sold: to make these 
loans to Europe. The proposal to cancel debts is a 
proposal that we pay ourselves instead of making 
Europe pay us. Every cent cancelled is one more 
cent given to Europe to prepare for another war. The 
last war was to end war. The next war may be to 
end civilization and cancellation will only hasten it.— 
Catholic Mirror.

George, and messages 
were also received from.

Peter is essential to the peace and concord of nations. 
Until some three hundred years ago, the ideal of west- 
ern civilization was a united Christendom; and the 
central figure unifying Europe was the Pope. As soon 
as the Vicar of Christ was excluded from the councils 
of nations, the inevitable consequences followed: the 
disruption of religion, the weakening of moral stand- 
ards, the paganizing of culture, the errancy of human 
philosophy, and the selfish aggrandizement of wealth 
and power. All this notwithstanding philanthropy, 
humanitarianism, material progress and the advance of 
democracy. 

A super-nationalism has been so emphasized that 
among nations isolation, aloofness, suspicion, hatred 
have thrown up armed barriers to peace and progress,

Rev. Father Daigneault, 
S.J., himself a veteran of that cam- 
paign in Italy in 1870, in his sermon 
declared that devoted Catholics from 
every country in the world answered 
the call to defend the rights of the 
Holy See against Garabaldi, and many 
laid down their lives that Rome might 
remain the “Eternal City,’ and though 
the battle was lost “their blood sancti- 
fied Rome and gave to the world a 
salient message: the Holy Church is 
Eternal.” 


Returning From a Three-months’ 
stay in Ireland, where he directed ex- 
cavations on the site of an abandoned 
abbey at Cronnog, Westmeath, Prof. 
William Lloyd Warner, of Harvard 
University, expressed the belief that 
his party labored among the ruins of 
one of the earliest Christian structures 
in all Europe. 

Professor Warner made the study in 
Ireland for Harvard University and 
the Peabody Museum. His work this 
summer followed a preliminary survey 
of all of Ireland made last year. The 
excavations revealed an old lamp, sev- 
eral urns, and numerous implements 
which Professor Warner believes may 
develop much new information con- 
cerning Ireland’s early culture, which, 
Professor Warner said, antedated that 
of other countries. 


It Has Always Been One of the 
tenets of the Constitution of the United 
States that there shall always be “free- 
dom of the press,” but alas, how often 
have our Catholic citizens witnessed 
that very freedom of the press turned 
into license and abuse by anti-Catholic 
publications to foster religious hatreds 
and seeking to abridge our constitu- 
tional rights. That such scurrilous 
publications abusing the freedom: of 
the press will not be tolerated in Can- 
ada is made evident by the action of 
Premier Taschereau of Quebec in ad- 
vising the legislature to consider ac- 


tion to put an end to three types of 
journalism. The first is that which 
caters to the elements which cause 
racial and other forms of disorder: the 
second, that which thrives upon black- 
mail, and the third that which borders 
on the immoral.”

On the Northern Pine-clad Shore of 
Lake Superior, a granite cross, erected 
to the memory of Bishop Frederick 
Baraga, who ministered to the Indians 
of these parts in 1846, has been dedi- 
cated by the Most Rev. Thomas A. 
Welch, Bishop of Duluth. 


On the Cliff Top at Dunwich on the 
east coast of England, on a recent 
Sunday, one thousand Catholic pil- 
grims knelt and prayed while a bless- 
ing was given over the sea which con- 
ceals the submerged, once prosperous, 
city of Dunwich, with its 52 churches. 

De Profundis was said for the dead 
who lie buried beneath the waters. and 
in a marquee erected on the cliff, Mass 
was said for the return of England to 
the faith of St. Felix, the first Bishop 
ot Dunwich, in whose honor the cele- 
bration was held. 

Dunwich was an important place in 
the early part of the middle ages, and 
down to 1832 returned two members to 
Parliament, but the inroads of the 
North Sea have virtually obliterated 
the borough. 


No Small Number of the Conver- 
sions to the Catholic Faith in England 
are ascribed to the open-air meetings 
at which Catholic speakers deliver ad- 
dresses. Here is our own country, the 
holding of open-air meetings is begin- 
ning to gain momentum, but the pio- 
neer of the movement in this country 
is undoubtedly David Goldstein, who, 
in a specially constructed automobile, 
has travelled thousands of miles up and 
down the land delivering addresses. 


The Terrible Cancer of Divorce and 
the ease with which it is obtained and 
which is causing such havoc in Ameri- 
can life was the theme of an address 
by Superior Court Justice Leonidas 
Pouliot, Jr.. at Woonsocket, R. I., re- 
cently. “Nothing is more disgusting 
to the trial judges than the increasing 
parade of young people to the divorce 
courts with the most childish com- 
plaints or with charges that have all 
the earmarks of being deliberately fos- 
tered to meet the legal requirements 
for a divorce,” Justice Pouliot declared, 
and continued: 

“Tf more young couples would make 
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their pastors the mediators in their 
marital troubles they would be less apt 
to run to a lawyer and the divorce 
court, but instead, in the event that 
something should arise to threaten the 
happiness of a couple, the best place 
to air their differences is in a rectory. 
No one is in a better position to settle 
marital troubles, once they have 
started, than a pastor.” 


Miss Ellen Hardin Walworth, author 
of two notable books, “Kateri Tekak- 
witha” (Lily of the Mohawks) and 
“Reminiscences of Father Walworth,” 
died at her home in Saratoga Springs, 
New York, last month. Miss Wal- 
worth was a Catholic and the daughter 
of Mrs. Ellen Walworth, one of the 
founders of the Society of the Daught- 
ers of the American Revolution. 


That Catholics in General Fail to 
take an adequate interest in American 
politics is the contention of United 
States Senator David I. Walsh of 
Massachusetts, in an article in “The 
Queen’s Work.” The Senator declared 
that if Catholics, as a group, would 
give unmistakable evidence that they 
demand clean politics and honest gov- 
ernment, “we would have less religious 
prejudice and Catholics would be in 
real demand for public office.”

Newly Incorporated Under the Que- 
bec: Companies Act, the Corporation 
des Peres Cisterciens de Lerins, a 
branch of one of France’s oldest mon- 
astic orders, will shortly erect a mon- 
astery and agricultural institute at St. 
Jean Baptiste de Rouville, a few miles 
from St. Hyacinthe. 

The incorporation of this new mon- 
astic order is for the purpose of main- 
taining a monastery and agricultural 
institute. 

The order of the Peres Cisterciens 
de Lerins was founded in the year 
1098 by Robert, Abbe of Solesme, and 
its first seat was in the forests about 
the town of Citeaux, Cote d’Or, France. 

The order contributed four Popes, 
they being Eugene III, Gregory VIII, 
Celestin IV and Benedict XII. Today, 
it has devoted followers throughout the 
world, their lives being spent chiefly in 
agriculture. 


The Splendid Sarcophagus of King 
Charles X of France and those of five 
Princes and Princesses of his Bourbon 
line have been returned to the Fran- 
ciscan monastery at Castagnevizza, 
Italy, where they lay before the war 
and to which they are now restored. 

With the reburial of the body ot 
Charles, the last Bourbon King of 
France, the final chapter has been 
written to a strange 
story of double exile 
before and after death. 


When Charles, who 


Once exclaimed, “I 
would rather hew 
wood than be King 


under the same condi- 
tions as the King of 
England!” was taken 
at his word and driven 
from France, he found 
refuge first in Edin- 
burgh and then in 
Goeritz, Austria. 
When he died in 1836, 
the Bourbons estab- 
lished a family vault 
in the Franciscan 
monastery of Casta- 
gnevizza at the foot 
of Monte Santo, a 
resort of pilgrims, and 
buried Charles and the 
five members of his 
house there. 


But in 1915, when 
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war broke out with Italy, Gueritz came 
under the fire and the monastery and 
the pilgrimage church on Monte Santo 
were destroyed. Since the Empress 
Zita was herself a Bourbon, the Aus- 
trian Government made haste to have 
the coffins in their heavy sarcophagi 
transferred to Vienna. 


Three years later, Austria had lost 
the war and Goeritz was Italian terri- 
tory, soon to be known as Goritza. 


The Bourbons, however, are now 
more in favor in Italy than in Austria. 
Prince Francis Xavier, the present 
head of the house of Bourbon-Parma, 
asked and obtained permission to re- 
store the bodies to their original rest- 
ing place. 


The Celebration of a Golden Jubilee 
of marriage has served to bring atten- 
tion to the fact that Mr. and Mrs. 
Nicholas Hammes of Monterey, Ind., 
have two sons in the priesthood and 
five daughters in the religious life. 


Known For More Than Sixty Years 
as the Epworth Seminary, an educa- 
tional institute of the Methodist 
church at Epworth, Iowa, has just 
opened its doors as a Catholic pre- 
paratory seminary for the missionary 
priesthood, under the direction of the 
Society of the Divine Word. The new 
Seminary will be known as St. Paul’s 
Mission House. 


Once Again the Notorious Ku Klux 
is the apple of discord that disrupts a 
religious congregation, the result of 
which is the resignation of the pastor 
of the historic Presbyterian Church in 
Bedford Village, Westchester County, 
New York. The pastor, Rev. Mr. Ful- 
ton, was charged by the older mem- 
bers of his congregation with Klu Klux 
Klan partialities, which caused a re- 
surgance of bigotry in the district.

Due to Lack of Funds, St. Peter’s 
parochial school in Oconto, Wis., was 
not to reopen in September and when 
the fact was brought to the attention 
of the local Board of Education, the 
board, acting on the suggestion of its 
president, decided to rent the paro- 
chial school building and retain the 
same teachers—five Sisters of Saint 
Joseph of Carondelet—to conduct the 
classes. It has been specified, however, 
that any sectarian teaching must be 
done outside the regular school hours 


.to comply with the state law. 


The Holy Father, Pope Pius XI. 
has appointed a commission to draft a 
civil code of procedure for the Vati- 
can courts that deal with civil cases. 
Hitherto these courts have used the 
Canon law but this has resulted in 
numerous delays. 


A Large Part of the 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, was seriously 
affected by the hurricane which swept 
over Puerto Rico in September, devas- 
tating the east and north portions of 
the island and bringing death to some 
200 persons and injuries to thousands 
of others.

Five churches, dozens of chapels, 
many rectories and a diocesan college 
for boys were destroyed in the terrific 
wind. Dozens of churches and chapels 
have been badly damaged. The chari- 
table and educational institutions of 
the diocese have been very hard hit 
by this latest catastrophe. 


The Trend Towards a Five-day Week 
in the United States is spreading, judg- 
ing by the growing list of corporations 
which have inaugurated this shorter 
work week. The latest to join the 
movement is the General Motors Cor- 
poration with many large factories 
throughout the country. 


The Holy See Has Accepted the 
resignation of Right Rev. John B. 
MacGinley as Bishop of the diocese of 
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Monterey-Fresno, California, on the 
ground of failing health and advancing 
age. The Pontiff transferred him to 
the titular diocese of Croce in Albania. 
Bishop MacGinley, who is sixty-one 
years old, is a native of County Done- 
gal, Ireland, and after preliminary 
studies in his native land, went to 
Rome where he was later ordained. He 
served several years in Philadelphia 
and in 1903 volunteered with several 
other priests to accompany His‘ Emi- 
nence, Dennis Cardinal Dougherty, 
then bishop, to the Philippines to as- 
sist in reorganizing the diocese of 
Nueva Segovia. Two years later he 
was recalled to Philadelphia and made 
assistant rector of St. Charles Bor- 
romeo’s Church, where he labored un- 
til 1910. In April of that year he was 
named Bishop of Nueva Caceres, in 
the Philippines, and was consecrated 


on May 10, 1910, in Philadelphia. For 


more than thirteen years Bishop Mac- 
Ginley presided over the diocese of 
Nueva Caceres and, on March 27, 1924, 
was transferred to the then newly- 
erected diocese of Monterey-Fresno. 


Lord Clonmore, son and heir of the 
Earl of Wicklow, who became a con- 
vert to the Catholic faith 
a few months ago, has 
written an article in the 
Dublin Review telling of 
his conversion. His recep- 
tion into the Church fol- 
lowed his service in the 
Anglican church as a cur- 
ate in a slum district of 
London. Lord Clonmore 
explains that he was 
brought up and taught as 
a child old-fashioned, 
straightforward Protes- 
tantism. Long periods of 
travel in the Rhineland and 
in South America, how- 
ever, revealed to him the 
universality of the Catholic 
Church. In Holy Week of 
1930, he says, he was 
deeply impressed while at 
Cologne to see the great 
number of worshippers 
from neighboring towns 
visiting the abbey of Maria 
Lach. Holy Week of 1931 
found him in Sao Paolo, 
Brazil, where he again 
witnessed ceremonies at- 
tended by throngs of the 
faithful of many nation- 
alities..

ST. ANTHONY, NATIVE OF PORTUGAL 


The seventh centenary of St. Anthony’s canonization 
evoked an outpouring of devotion greater even than 
had been expected. It is calculated that more than 
two hundred thousand were present at the various de- 
votions. Municipal authorities were present at all 
ceremonies in gratitude for St.. Anthony’s intercession 
in the difficulties which have beset Portugal as well as 
the other nations of the world. The saint is called “of 
Padua,” where he died and was buried, but he spent 
the greater part of his short life in the land of his

St. Anthony Distributing His Bread 
to the Poor 
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On the site of the house where St. Anthony was 
born, the beautiful church, “St. Anthony of the Cathe- 
dral” was built. Destroyed by fire in the great earth- 
quake of 1755, this church was later rebuilt. After the 
Revolution of 1900 it was secularized; but the present 
government restored it to Catholic worship. The 
Municipality of Lisbon, in honor of the seventh cen- 
tenary of St. Anthony’s canonization, caused the in- 
terior to be renovated. 

Alice Curtayne’s life of St. Anthony has thrown light 
on phases of the saint’s life which were well enough 
known before, but which had not been emphasized. 
This brilliant sympathetic biography has recreated the 
scenes in which St. Anthony, described by- Pope Greg- 
ory IX as “the Ark of the Covenant,” was a powerful, 
appealing actor. In these pages 
is presented a being human as 
heart could desire, but- withal, 
deeply saintly and spiritual. 

He was one of the strongest and 
most moving sacred orators in the 
history of the Church. Yet, for 
the first years of his priesthood 
he maintained so perfect a silence 
that among his brethren he was 
reputed able only to “read his 
Missal and Breviary.” That si- 
lence he broke only under obedi- 
ence, and the sermon he preached 
that day at Forli exhibited a piety 
and learning which convinced his 
auditors that they were listening 
to the first orator of the age. 

His eloquence effected such 
miracles of conversion that its 
powers have passed into legend. 
This accretion of false history has 
lead some biographers to over- 
look the vitally important veri- 
table history which the saint in- 
fluenced. He was one of the prime 
movers in the reform of the times. 
Luxury, avarice, and tyranny, 
were present in that age as they 
are present in our own. He was 
notable in the conquest of heresy, 
especially of the Cathares and 
Patarnines in the center and north 
of Italy. 

His eloquence was matched by his courage. Fear- 
lessly he denounced vice of the palace and of the cot- 
tage. His congregations numbered thousands. So con- 
vinced was Pope Gregory IX of his sanctity that with- 
in a year of Anthony’s death he was canonized. 


While we regret the loss of his rare eloquence, we 
should regret too the loss of his gift of silence. He 
began to speak only after he had been commanded. 
And this, in a clamorous world, we need. There is too 
much written and too much said by those who are only 
a sounding voice and nothing more. In his day men 
shrank under his denunciations, and drew near when 
he spoke of God’s mercy. We need his voice today. 
But we need also his silence, and this, it is in our 
power to imitate—The Pilot.

WITH OUR SISTERS IN VANCOUVER 


It is now nine p. m., and the auditorium of the Cath- 
olic Japanese Mission is beginning to look deserted. 
The forty-five young Japanese boys, who have been 
struggling with those unpronounceable English sounds 
so difficult to the Japanese tongue, have departed in 
chattering groups, after a profound bow, and a cour- 
teous “Thank you, Sister,” to the nun in charge of the 
respective class. But at one of the long tables a young 
lad still lingers. His books are closed, so it is evident 
that his lesson for this evening is finished. What then 
keeps him? Finally he approaches the Sister seated 
at the head of the table, and—hesitant and half-timor- 
ous—‘‘Sister,’ he says, “If you please—I wish to be 
baptized.” And from the heart of the brown-robed 
nun rises a fervent ‘“Deo Gratias” that her seed-plant- 
ing has not been in vain. 


Now, after a strenuous day, from the risirg bell at 
five a. m., until the evening Angelus, a day inter- 
spersed with varied activities in Kindergarten, Day 
Nursery, Soup Kitchen, Family Visiting, etc., one 
rnight think these last few hours of the day would be 
zerc hours indeed—that both brain and body would be 
too fatigued and weary for aught but the 
refreshing oblivion of sleep. But no— 
there is a portion of the field—and a 
choice portion it is in the eyes of the 
Master—which cannot be reached dur- 
ing the daily round—and so, after a 
brief hour’s recreation to put her in trim 
again after the daily duties, the nun is 
up and away—for the Seed must be 
sown, else the Master will come seeking © 
fruit—and find none. 


Into the field she goes—that field so 
dear to the Master—a field of eager, 
youthful hearts, athirst with the Oriental 
avidity for knowledge, and fired with 
the ambition to achieve in this new con- 
tinent, some measure of that which the 
world calls—Success. But the first step 
—so says the world—is to master the lan- 
guage of this new land. They must find 
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them a teacher who will make clear to 
them the mysteries of that intricate, puz- 
zling, bewildering tongue of the white- 
skinned men about them. And thus, all un- 
wittingly, the world gives the nun an open- 
ing, a path along which she may tread—to 
clear the land and sow the Seed in this field 
—the Master’s cherished portion. And 
quickly does she seize the opportunity. 

They wish to learn English—these brown- 
faced, almond-eyed youths who come to 
her? Then English will she teach them— 
oh, yes!—English—and a great deal more. 
For at each lesson interspersed among the 
consonants and vowels, and nouns and 
verbs, and sentences and paragraphs, is cast 
the Seed. A thought, on one evening, of 
the good God who made all things—and on 
another, of the marvels of His love—and 
again, the wondrous story of His Coming and His Life 
on earth—thus the Seed is sown. 

And the sunshine of God’s love beams down upon 
the Seed, and the dew of heavenly grace falls oft upon 
it, and yet, for many weary months, there is no sign 
of life—the sower knows not if the Seed will sprout, 
or if her sowing is in vain. But all the while, the germ 
of life is there, and in God’s good time it bestirs it- 
self, and sends out now a fragile feeler, now a slender 
creeper, and, bye and bye, the roots are formed. 


And then at last, at long long last—for the Oriental 
mind is proverbially judicious and cautious in its reas- 
oning and philosophy, and correspondingly tenacious 
of the truth newfound—at last comes the moment fore- 
ordained by God, and another soul surrenders under 


the overpowering barrage of Divine Love. “Sister, I 
wish to be baptized.”—‘Sister, I wish to learn all 
about your God.’”—‘“I wish’’—it is Japanese courtesy 


which prompts the use of this expression, so weak and 
effeminate to Anglo-Saxon ears,—but the idea it is 
meant to convey is not that of a wish, a whim, a fancy, 
but of a strong determination. Used by these Jap- 
anese of ours it signifies “I will.” ‘Sister, I will be 
baptized.” 

And then the young lad enters into a world new and 
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strange—a world wherein the learned Aquinas, for 
all his Heaven-taught wisdom, is yet but a stammer- 
ing child, and holy Bonaventure, with all his seraphic 
eloquence, but a lisping, prattling babe. And these 
souls, newly begotten in the Gospel, how shall they 
learn to speak of the unspeakable things of God? 


And many a time and oft the teacher herself 
familiar indeed with the truths of faith, imbibed as 
they were, in childhood days, is shocked into a keener 
realization of the wonders of God’s revelation, when 
she sees her pupil’s face, as she propounds some new 
Mystery of Divine Love, light up with awe and 
reverence and kindling love, the while he says, “Sister 
this is very strange!” Ah! very strange indeed, that 
God so loved the world... . 


And when at length the preparations are completed, 
and the catechumens are ready for Baptism, the little 
Mission Chapel is arrayed in festive garb, and while 
the neophytes bend their heads beneath the saving 
waters, the five little sowers of the Seed who comprise 
the personnel of the Mission, bow their heads in lov- 
ing gratitude, and through their minds flits a thought 
from St. Paul—“The planting, ours; the watering, 
ours; the increase—His.” 


These paragraphs give but a glimpse of one of the 
many fields under cultivation at the Catholic Japanese 
Mission. Since, at the request of His Excellency, the 
Most Reverend Archbishop Casey, the Franciscan Sis- 
ters of the Atonement began, in October, 1926, their 
work among the Japanese in Vancouver, they have 
scattered the Seed in many different plots. The 
methods used vary widely, but always the Seed is the 
same Heavenly Word, and it is watched and tended 
(but never forced) with the same loving care as is 
observed in the evening English Classes.

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A LETTER FROM THE VINEYARD 


Dear Readers of THE Lamp: 

The Editor has been spending several 
days at the Atonement Seminary of the 
Holy Ghost, affiliated with the Catholic 
University, Washington. These occasional 
visits to THE VINEYARD are always a 
source of great happiness and satisfaction 
to us. There are now in residence, besides 
the Father Guardian, one Father taking 
post-graduate work, fourteen Theologians, 
seven Philosophers and twelve in the Col- 
lege department of the University. Two 
of the Philosophers who made specially 
high marks in Greek and Mathematics 
were recalled to Graymoor to teach in 
St. Johns Preparatory College this year 
and are continuing their philosophic 
studies there. 

When we purchased THE VINEYARD 
from the Robinson family, there was an 
old’ barn on the property. During the past twelve 
months, in harmony with Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost 
principles, this antiquated stable has been converted 
into a house of residence for eighteen Friars and given 
the name of Bonaventure Hall. Some of the students, 
humorously inclined, call it BarN-aventure. We are 
particularly gratified at this achievement for the work 
of reconstruction, including the steamfitting and plumb- 
ing has been done by the Friars themselves, assisted 
by the Brothers Christopher, imported from Graymoor. 
The entire cost of transforming the barn into an annex 
of the Seminary has not exceeded four thousand dol- 
lars, whereas to erect a seminary building capable of 
housing eighteen students, each one having his own 
room, would have cost at least twenty-five thousand 
dollars. 


Let us remind our Lamp Readers that the principle 
support of the Atonement Seminary at Washington 
comes from those members of our Lamp Army who 
generously accept the Greeting Cards sent to them at 
Christmas time and post to Graymoor a dollar in ex- 
change. Owing to the continued depression we feel 
considerable anxiety lest the returns this year will not 
be so good as they were in 1931.

To relieve the critical condition under which the 
whole of our Vicariate of Kisumu is suffering, I 
earnestly appeal to you to join me in Sacrificing for a 
short time our efforts in behalf of Nangina Mission- 
Station and instead help me to save from bankruptcy 
and ruination our whole Vicariate. 


I am not appealing for the material welfare of our 
missionaries themselves, for sure enough all of them 
are prepared to suffer still greater hardships, if only 
they know that our worthy cause thrives and prospers 
on their sacrifices. 


I am appealing this time for the spiritual welfare 
of the many thousands of souls, which flock to us for 
instruction and baptism. In our Vicariate there are 
fourteen mission stations; each of them has a district 
bigger than any. diocese in the United States to look 
after. In each mission-station there are only two 
priests who have to look after the spiritual welfare of 
thousands and thousands of souls, most eager to em- 
brace our holy religion. Things have gone.so bad, 
however, that four old mission-stations had to be 
closed down for lack of funds to keep them open. 
The result is that 
two-thirds of our 
Christians die with- 
out the last Sacra- 
ments. The number 
of our poor Chris- 
tians has increased 
so much, that at 
least seven new mis- 
sion-stations should 
be started at once, 
but alas! instead of 
Opening up we are 
forced to close down 
the existing ones. 

At our last ordina- 
tion in our mother- 
house, twenty - nine 
young priests were 
ordained, but not 
one single one could 
be sent to our other-

wise flourishing mission-field for lack of funds to pay 
for the journey and equipment. Worse still, our priests 
in the vineyard have not had any Mass Intentions for 
some months and these constitute not only the main 
income for all our priests but also for the twenty Sis- 
ters and four Brothers working in the Vicariate. 


I am in urgent need of financial aid in these 
arduous times for the spiritual welfare of thousands 
of negroes as black as the ace of spades but with souls 
more precious than all the gold in the world. Finan- 
cially you know our poor people cannot possibly 
help us; they give us freely their manual labor but 
money they cannot give the missionaries, because they 
are as poor as Job, are dressed only in nature’s dress 
and hence have no money, neither have they pockets 
to put it in. 


It makes my heart break to see the devastation go- 
ing on just for the lack of the necessary money. I am 
living at the present in the luxuries of America’s hos- 
pitality, but believe me, I would much prefer to join 
my fellow-missionaries in their hardships and trials, 
if I could only be successful in safeguarding our great 
work, for, sure enough, our great cause is not an un- 
fruitful ideal, it is indeed a worthy cause to live, work 
and die for. Our Holy Cause can be saved, it must be 
saved from ruin. Providence will intervene and with 
your co-operation, indispensable after God, will see to 
it that the mission cause in Central Africa will con- 
tinue its fruitful work in the saving of immortal souls. 


It looks simple on paper to beg for our good God’s 
sake and His work, for a Christmas donation of $1.00 
each of Lamp Readers or mission-friends, but in real- 
ity and in days when poverty and distress are world- 
wide, it is a gigantic proposition. Still it is neces- 
sary to enable our missionaries once more to fulfill 
the Divine command: “Go and teach all nations,” 
and we are dependent on the success of this appeal, 
for if it fail, a still 
greater catastrophe, 
the closing down of 
still more mission- 
stations is bound to 
follow. 

Humbly and 
most earnestly do I 
beg of you to re-

THE SECOND COMING OF 
CHRIST 
Inthe Apostles Creed, the prayer 
which contains our fundamental beliefs, 
are found the words, “Thence He shall 
come to judge the living and the dead.”

In the Book of Wisdom, Chapter 
III, 1-5, we read: “But the souls 
of the just are in the hand of God, 
and the torment of death shall not 
touch them. In the sight of the 
unwise they seemed to die; and 
their departure was taken for 
misery; and their going away from 
us for utter destruction; but they 
are in peace. ‘And though in the 
sight of men they suffered torments, 
their hope is full of immortality.”

Luke’s Gospel the following dia- 
logue is presented: “And he said 
to Jesus: ‘Lord, remember me 
when Thou shalt come into Thy 
Kingdom.’ And Jesus said to him: 
‘Amen, I say to thee, this day thou 
shalt be with Me in paradise.’” 
(Luke XXIII, 42, 43). Besides the 
texts of the Bible which prove the 
immortality of * the soul, reason 
alone tells us that the soul will live 
after death. Because of the nature 
of the soul, a simple, spiritual sub- 
stance without parts that tend to 
dissolution; from the innate desire 
and craving for perfect happiness, 
for which we search in vain from 
the goods of this world; and from 
the testimony of all nations to the 
belief in the immortality of the soul 
we know that the soul of man does 
survive the death of the body.

If the individual desires that Masses shall be celebrated for the repose of his own 
soul after death the best way is to purchase a Rock-of-Peter Annuity Bond and specify 
that at the death of the Annuitant the Masses are to be said for the repose of his soul.

Of course, if the Donor wishes the Masses to be said for somebody else besides him- 
self or including himself the Board of Directors will carry out his wishes as a Sacred Trust.
